Har- 
ry Chamberlin of Los Angeles, 
Romjnser of Long- Beach, and oth- 
ers supported the resolution, de- 
claring that Kehoe's connection 
with Spreckels would seriously in- 
terfere with the impartiality of the 
inquiry to be- conducted by the in- 
vestigating committfe. 


During the discussion, the Sen- 


ate decided to go into committee of 
the whole, to heap Attorney Ke- 
hoe's explanation of his connec- 
tion with" Spreckels. 


Kehoe testified that he had not 


been employed by Rudolph Sprec- 
kela in the water and power fight, 
but that he had merely acted as a 
private citizen. He admitted, how- 
ever, that he was employed for 
several years by corporations in 
which Spreckels was interested.

that opportunities for employing 
the faculties of the inmates should 
be provided by the state. In .the 
meantime, the prison community 
awaits an awakening on the part of 
the body politic, who may recog- 
nize in It possibilities for its becom- 
ing self-supporting, while spon- 
sored by the state.. Our penal in- 
stitutions occupy many acres of 
unused land which, if cultivated, 
would yield ample quantity and 
variety of food upon which the 
health of inmates depends. • 


While Cojistifution and laws of 


our country command obedience, 
love fulfills the law, and the penal 
system which provides opportuni- 
ties for voluntary service on th» 
part of inmates, whereby their con- 
structive forces may be utilized, co- 
ordinated and organized, is fulfilling 
the. law, and affords a proper chan- 
nel for self-expression which, .if 
obstructed, becomes an element of 
danger.
